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HEW :  Packing  Santa's  Bag 


Recently,  an  unmentionable 
consumer  organization  has 
been  stiring  up  some  trouble 
with  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare.  The 
entire  problem  revolves  around 
a  relatively  new  law,  the  Toy 
Safety  Act. 

This  law  would  permit  the 
government  to  remove 
hazardous  toys  from  the 
market  if  they  threaten  the 
safety  of  a  child.  According  to 
this  rowdy  consumer 
association,  HEW  has  failed 
time  and  again  to  enforce  it. 

We  at  Yahoo,  having  a  few 
extra  dollars  in  our  tran- 
sportation and  party  category, 
and  having  paid  "off"  R.S.O.

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327  VC  KILLED  IN  BATON  ROUGE 


Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana  lYAP) 

Louisiana's  most  explosive 
gun  battle  in  years  left  327 
people  dead  in  the  streets  of 
Baton  Rouge,  with  seventeen 
wounded.  Informed  sources  say 
the  violence  erupted  when  a 
young  man  dressed  in  a  hooded 
white  robe,  rumored  to  be  a 
Nixon  aide,  tossed  a  Molotov 
cocktail  into  a  multi-storied 
dwelling  housing  families  of 
minority  groups. 

Fire  spread  throughout  the 
tenement,  driving  men, 
women,  and  children  into  the 
darkened  streets  where  they 
huddled   together    in  terror 


Suddenly,  as  if  on  cue,  heavily 
armed  deputy  sherrifs  and 
Louisiana  State  Troopers  began 
firing  round  after  round  into  the 
mass  of  huddled  people,  leaving 
the  streets  cluttered  with  dead 
and  dying  lying  in  ever 
widening  pools  of  blood. 

Police  Lieutenant  Cawleigh 
stated  at  a  hurriedly-gathered 
news  conference  that  the 
shootout  may  have  been  the 
result  of  a  "slight  misun- 
derstanding" on  the  part  of  his 
men,  many  of  whom  had 
recently  served  their  country  in 
Vietnam  and  Cambodia  and 
Thailand  and  Laos. 


Lt.  Cawleigh  had  yelled  "get 
the  wimmen  an'  children  fir- 
st!" to  his  men,  and  it  was  this 
order  that  he  felt  might  have 
been  misinterpreted.  "In 
Vietnam,"  he  calmy  explained, 
"such  an  order  would  usually 
mena  'kill  the  wimmen  an' 
children  first,'  since  everybody 
over  there  is  a  potential  enemy 
and  it  wouldn't  matter 
anyhow." 

"Besides,"  added  Cawleigh, 
"most  of  these  men  are  still  a 
bit  jumpy,  and  I  can't  say  as  I 
blame  them  for  reactin'  so 
quick.  In  the  world  today,  it's 
kill  or  be  killed,  I  always  say." 

In  Washington,  Mr.  Nixon 
called  the  tragedy  a  "regret- 
table incident,"  but  questioned 
"the  right  of  those  bums  to  be 
huddling  in  public  streets 
without  a  permit."

KCN - OK ! 


FDA  news  bulletin  No. 
32009045440379601  item: 
Potassium  Cyanide  (KCN) 

Washington,  DC  The  common 
household  item  and  food  ad- 
ditive KCN.  known  to  alarmists 
as  Potassium  cyanide,  came 
under  fire  today  from  a  joint 
House  Senate  subcommittee 
hearing  testimony  relating  to 
the  possibility  of  the  presence 
of  harmful  ingredients  in  the 
food  we  eat. 

Dr.  Wilhelm  Cinagro,  a 
radical  scientist  who  is  also  a 
health  food  nut,  claimed  that 
his  experiments  proved  that 
food  containing  KCN  caused 
brain  and  nerve  damage  in  rats 
which,  in  most  cases,  proved 
fatal.  His  research  was  sup- 
ported by  Dr.  David  Larutan,  a 
Canadian  food  scientist  and 
ecology  nut,  who  claimed  that 
this  effect  of  severe,  or  fatal, 
poisoning  would  also  occur  in 
humans  who  habitually  ate 
foods  containing   KCN.  He 


emphasized  that  the  continued 
use  of  KCN  would  be  especially 
dangerous  to  babies,  increasing 
infant  mortality  rates  by  as 
much  as  87  per  cent. 

Doctors  and  researchers  of 
outstanding  reputation  denied 
these  allegations,  however,  and 
some  actually  felt  that  the  use 
of  KCN  was  extremely 
beneficial.  Dr.  Luthor  Nosiop  of 
the  Nosiop  Food  Corporation 
stated  that  he  had  not  seen  one 
person  die  of  KCN  poisoning, 
and  that  the  loss  of  KCN  would 
cripple  the  booming  food  in- 
dustry. Other  industry  scientist 
criticized  evidence  presented 
by  Drs.  Cinagro  and  Larutan, 
pointing  out  grammatical 
errors,  faulty  punctuation,  and 
the  fact  that  the  critics  often 
wore  beards  and  criticized  both 
industry  and  its  subsidiaries, 
such  as  government,  the  FDA, 
the  FTC,  etc. 

The  most  outstanding  piece  of 
evidence  used  to  refute  the 
critics"  arguments  against  KCN 


was  that  of  Dr.  Martin  Yenom 
of  the  Yenom  Enterprises,  Inc. 
who  showed  that  the  use  of  KCN 
in  presently  marketed  food  was 
saving  over  three  million 
dollars  in  research  to  deter- 
mine safety  by  making 
possible  the  study  of  its  actual 
effect  on  consumers  who  in  turn 
supported  its  production  by 
buying  it  in  the  first  place.  Dr. 
Yenom  stressed  the  fact  that 
removal  of  KCN  from  the  list  of 
acceptable  food  additives 
would  cut  over  17,000,000 
dollars  per  year  from  industry 
profits,  resulting  in  higher  costs 
to  consumers. 

The  committee  agreed  that 
industry  scientists  had  more 
valid  evidence,  since  they  were 
directly  involved  in  the 
production  of  KCN  foods,  and 
felt  that  no  action  against 
potassium  cyanide  would  be 
warranted  at  this  time,  despite 
hysterical  reports  of  deaths  and 
poisonings  coming  from 
ecology  faddists.

Southwick,  Mass.  tAP) 
Edgar  J.  IMontresor  of  High 
Street  was  found  lying  in  a 
mudbank  next  to  Route  10.  He 
was  rushed  to  Our  Lady  of  the 
Streets  Hospital,  where  he  lay 
unconscious  for  several  hours. 

Upon  returning  to  con- 
sciousness. Aldntresor  related 
to  two  state  police  officers,  a 
nurse,  his  second  cousin,  an 
informer,  a  vacuum  salesman, 
X'ictor  Mature,  and  a  good 
humor  man  the  incredible  story 
that  he  had  been  battling 
butterflies  for  nearly  twelve 
hours  before  collapsing  in  the 
mudbank. 

According  to  IMontresor.  he 
had  been  walking  quietly  along 
Rte.

Police  were  unable  to  con- 
firm or  deny  the  story,  since  the 
officers  assigned  to  patrol  the 
Southwick  stretch  of  Rte.

In  ancient  times,  when 
teaching  was  still  considered  an 
unanalyzable  art,  there  were 
many  skills  which  were  crucial 
to  the  adequate  development  of 
the  human  organism  but  for 
which  there  existed  no  formal 
educational  procedures.

The 
following  case  study  which 
documents  the  formal 
education  of  a  10-month-old 
child  named  Harry  in  the 
crucial  skill  of  crawling  is  in- 
tended to  demonstrate  the 
manner  in  which  the 
sophisticated  use  of  basic 
learning  principles  has  led 
educators  out  of  the  darkness  of 
art  and  into  the  daylight  of  a 
scientific  approach  to 
education. 

Harry's  initial  encounter  with 
the  Child  Diagnosis, 
Prognostication,  and 
Manipulation  Center  occurred 
on  the  first  of  January  when  he 
was  exactly  10  months  old.  An 
abridged  protocol  of  Harry's 
training  experiences  at  the 
Center  is  reported  below  and 
constitutes  the  bulk  of  this 
document. 

January  1:  The  client 
(Harry)  received  a  battery  of 
diagnostic  tests.  His  elec- 
troencephalograph appeared  to 
be  normal,  as  did  all  afferent 
and  efferent  nerve  responses.

client's  scores  on  the 
Quadrapetal  Perambulation 
Readiness  Inventory 
(developed  by  Tegaip  and 
Renurb)  indicated  that 
treatment  should  begin  at  once, 
and  his  profile  on  the  Renniks 
Differential  Reinforcement 
Potential  Index  suggested  that 
the  most  powerful  reinforcer  in 
his  case  was  saccharine 
sweetened  artificial  milk.  On 
the  basis  of  empirical  in- 
formation on  other  clients  with 
similar  aptitude  profiles  to 
Harry's,  it  was  decided  to 
commence  with  the  Arudnab 
Shaping  Procedure  in  order  to 
get  the  client  to  crawl  in  the 
most  efficient  possible  manner. 
The  client  was  sent  home  and 
scheduled  for  treatment  in  two 
hour  daily  blocks  for  a  period  of 
two  weeks. 

.January  15:  After  two  weeks 
of  rigorously  followed  behavior 
shaping  techniques,  the  client 
has  made  no  progress  toward 
successful  performance  of  the 
crawling  skill  (measured  in 
terms  of  the  behavioral  ob- 
jectives set  forth  for  crawling 
by  Nella  et  al).  Hence,  a  more 
powerful  set  of  training 
procedures  was  recommended 
to  be  conducted  over  the  next 
month  in  one  hour  daily 
training  sessions.  The  new 
training  package  proposed  for 


the  client  will  include  1 1 )  the 
use  of  the  powerful  modeling 
procedures  developed  by 
Sretlaw;  (2)  aversive 
stimulation  via  electric  shock 
to  help  extinguish  non-crawling 
responses;  (3)  negative  rein- 
forcement (i.e.,  termination  of 
the  electric  shock)  and  a 
variety  of  positive  rein- 
forcement schedules  contingent 
upon  crawling  and  pre- 
crawling  responses  on  the  part 
of  the  client;  and  (4)  use  of  the 
IBM  pattern  recognition 
computer  series  to  administer 
all  reinforcers  in  order  to  avoid 
any  possibility  for  human  error 
which  might  cause  learning  of 
incorrect  responses  on  the  part 
of  the  client. . . 

February  15:  Despite  careful 
documentation  that  all  shaping 
and  training  procedures  used 
with  this  client  have  been 
followed  carefully,  there  is  no 
evidence  that  crawling 
responses  have  been  suc- 
cessfully built  into  his  reper- 
toire. Diagnostic  tests  were  run 
again  on  the  client,  and  once 
again  all  sensory,  motor, 
emotional,  and  intellective 
functions  were  found  to  be 
average.  The  Crawling 
Readiness  Inventory  was  ad- 
ministered and  the  client  was 
found  to  be  at  the  99th  per- 
centile, indicating  that  his 
motivation  and  readiness  to 
acquire  the  skill  of  crawling 
were  unusually  high.  Hence,  it 
was  decided  to  place  the  client 
in  the  Center's  Intensive  Care 
Unit,  where  full-time  attention 
to  his  training  problem  would 
be  given  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks.  The  client  will  reside  in 
the  Center  full  time  for  the  next 
two  weeks.  His  daily  activities 
and  sleep  cycle  will  be  subject 
to  control,  and  through 
carefully  programmed, 
around-the-clock  shaping 
procedures  it  will  be  possible  to 
produce  the  desired  crawling 
behaviors.    With  the  client

Reds  Attack  U.S.  Cambodian  Advisor  Base 


Pnom  Penh,  Cambodia  (YAP) 
The  Military  High  Command 
announced  today  that  an 
American  civilian  advisor  base 
has  been  under  attack  for  three 
days  by  the  enemy,  but  has  so 
far  kept  the  reds  at  bay  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Cambodian 
Army  and  US  air  support. 

The  base,  established  a  year 
ago, for  the  training  of  Cam- 
bodian military  strategists  and 
their  loyal  troops,  was  shelled 
heavily  Monday  in  an  apparant 
attempt  to  halt  our  activities  in 
the  northern  province  of  Duk 
Phuk,  such  as  demonstration 
massacres,  instructional 
L'ombat.  preventative 
etaliation,  advisory  shelling, 
and  other  such  uninvolved 
activities. 

It  was  feared  that  the  74,000- 
nan  advisory  team  might  have 
0  withdraw  from  the  area  after 
communist  infiltrators 
iestroyed  their  fleet  of  in- 
structional bombers  and 
iemonstration  tanks,  but  the 
leven  Cambodian  regulars  on 
he  base  asked  for  heavy  ar- 
illery  demonstrations  which 
)ermitted  instructive  shelling 
)f  enemy  positions. 

Less  than  four  hours  after  the 
ighting  broke  out,  the 
)eleagered  base  was  receiving 
lir  support  from  B52s,  jet 
ighters,  rockets,  and 
lelicopter  gunships,  which 
:elped  to  repel  the  enemy  at- 
ack  long  enough  for  the 
'ambodian  army  and  another 
20,000  advisors  to  arrive  and 
oin  the  battle.

On  the  scene  observers 
confirmed  the  President's 
hopes  that  actual  US  ground 
troops  would  not  be  necessary 
to  the  fighting  in  Cambodia, 
adding  that  "with  all  these 
advisors,  there  wouldn't  be  any 
room  for  soldiers  anyhow." 

In  Pnom  Penh,  Cambodian 
military  authorities  applauded 
this  action  as  "the  single  most 
valuable  advisory  demon- 
stration excercise  yet,"  giving 


attacks  American  advisors  perched 

the  Cambodian  observers 
valuable  lessons  in  how  to  crush 
an  enemy  without  even  using 
troops. 

Washington  issued  a  strongly 
worded  protest  upon  learning  of 
the  conflict,  denouncing  the 
attack  as  "a  detestable  action 
against  American  civilians 
which  is  obviously  sadistic  and 
inhumane— not  to  mention 
unfair— in  the  extreme."
